Tho Amorican tourinta left 
horo by tho Lungshan yostorday, 
boing tho first -botch from tho 
California to mako tho trip to 
Canton, and woro to roturn by tho 
Honam..

-doparts from Canton at 5 p.m.on 
hor return trip, but in ordor to 
‘givo tho sight-scors anothor hour 
in the Chinose city it was ar- 
ranged that sho should not sail 
for Hongkong until six o’olock. 

Normally, tha Honam‘is ono of 
throo ships procooding under tho 
samo. anti-piracy convoy from 
Canton, tho othor vessels boing 
tho Kwongtung and tho Tung, On. 
The spootal convoy guard is 
carried on board the Kwongtung 
In accordance with schedulo, tho 
Kwongtung and Tung On loft 
Canton at about 5 p.m. but tho 
Honom romained bohind anotbor 
hour and, aa a conscquonce, was 
not convoyed. In_ normal. cir- 
cumatancor, the Honam should 
havo arrived in Hongkong 
shortly afcor midnight, or by 
one o'clock this niorning ‘at the 
Tatost. 


PIRACY FEARS.

Peking, March 12.—Sun Yat-sen 
left two wills, one’ addressed to 
his Kuomintang colleagues, the 
other dealing with tho disposition 
of hia personnal property. 

Wang Ching-hual announced the 
contents, of these documenta this. 
morning. The first stated “for 
the past forty years I have engag- 
ed myself in national revolution, 
the alm whereof has been *o 
secure freedom and equality for 
China. From my experlence 1 
know well that to gain such ends 
we must urge the masses to co- 
operate with those races of the 
world that have treated us‘ equally, 
Since the revolution is not yor 
completed, all my colleagues 
ought to strive continually in ace 
cordance with my writings on tho 
‘plan of national construction,’ 
outline of reconstruction,’ :‘three 
people theory’ and my declaration 
at the first delegates’ conference 
in Canton. Regarding the convo- 
cation of the National fonference 
and the abolition of unequal 
treaties which I recently advocat- 
ed, you must work speedily to 
achieve these objects. 


Private Affairs. 

Sun Yat-sen's other will states: 
“[ have snerificeed myself for 
national affaira so that I have no 
property. What I’ have left con- 
sista only of books, clothes and 
my house, ull of which go my wife

BRITISH VIEW OF 
PROTOCOL: 


THE LEAGUE'S AIM. 


Gonova, March. 12. 

. Addressing the Counol! of the 
Loaguo of Nations Assgmbly, Mr. 
Auston Chamborlain announced 
that. tho Britieh docision, sftor 
consulation with the Dominions 
and India, was not to sccopt tho 
Protocol In its presont form. 

Ho said tho work of the Longu® 
continos boneficient and pro- 
mizing, and though _ Amorion 
romains in o state.of friendly 
aloofness individual Amoricans 
had oxtondod their sympathy for 
the Sorvice. Gonorosity would 
bo very unwise and add to tho 
liabilltios alrondy incurred: by tho 
Losguo ‘without considering tho 
machinery of the convonant, 
alroady wonkoned by tho abston- 
tion of -cortain States. Tho 
change, especially as regards 
economic sanctions, amounted to 
a transformation of tho economic 
sanction, and ,would bo a weapon 
of incalculable powor, but tho 
more oxistonco of poworful 
economic communitios outside 
tho Loaguo, changod all that. 


BALANCE DESTROYED. 


> Additions mado to the original 
covinant destroyed its balance 
and alterod its spirit and om- 
phasis, and also laid sanctions in 
military procodure, ef cetera, This 
suggostod that tho vital business 
of the Loaguo wae not so much 
tho promotion of friondly co- 
operation and ronsoned harmony 
as tho prescrvation of ponce by 
organising o war, perhaps on tho 
largest scale. Tho British Go- 
yornmont was of opinion that 
anything leading to tho idea that 
tho mnin businoss of the Loague 
was wor rather than pence wasn 
likely to woakon.ita fundamental 
task, : 

Ho asked why should disarmont 
immediately follow tho accept- 
ance of the Protocol, and why 
should this now schome succocd 
whon tho old one had lamontably 
failed. Tho covonant, if kept, 
would afford protection, but what 
objectors doubt is, when it comos 
to the point will the convont bo 
kept’ Bruto forco was what 
cithor somo faithless mombor of 
tho Leaguo or some prodatory 
nation “outsids would fear, and 
brute force only could, in their 
viow, givo tho security thoy noed- 
od. His Majosty’s Governmont 
fails to soo how. this could be 
bottored by tho Protocol. 

Roforring to. olauso fifteon of 
tho Protocol, bho sold His 
Majosty’s Governmont did not 
desire to relicve the aggressor of 
tho duty of ropairing tho damage, 
and atrongly hold tho viow that 
frontiors should neithor bo lightly 
mado nor lightly violated. They 
accopted tho principle of sa- 
vercign States managing thoir 
own affairs, but considered it 
unwiso to ombody . those 
generalities in dogmas of in- 
floxible rigidity, applicable to all 
circumstancos at all timos. 

Thoy failed to seo why tho 
Loague should deliborataly do- 
prive itsolf of tho djsoretion 
which all othor tribunals woro 
froo to exorcise in dealing with 
unprovoked aggroseion or bar- 
barous wer. ‘ 

Mr. Chamberlain said tho 
second half of .clauso: fifteon 
protectéd tho aggrossor, and 
asked whothor in such.a caso tho’ 
Loague was to do nothing bottor 
than ask for monoy. 


SANCTIONS NEEDED. 


Whilo overy schomo of sanc- 
tions was opon to criticism, some 
schome of sanctions was certain- 
ly necessary, as without it tho 
Loague would bo os insecure as 
civilised socioty without moagis- 
trates or polico, His Majostys 
Government might bo content to 
say it proferred tho convenant 
unomended to thp covenant 
amonded by tho Protocol, but did 


not wish to bo moroly critical,}; 


and thoy woro theroforo willing 
to considor tho possibility of ap- 
pronching the question from. tho 
aide unsuccossfully attomptod In

Ho conoluded that sinco tho 
genera! provisions of the covenant 
cannot advantagcoualy. bo stiffon-

All thinking pooplo hore aro 
rogarding tho ronowed military 
activity in the Uppor Weat Rivor 
districts with muoh apprehension. 
Kau Kong, a largo city situated 
about cight milos south, of Sam’ 
Shui, is noted for its many 
scholars, who havo sot up 
thoir “ Mandarin posts” (struc- 
tures donoting. scholarships 
obtained looally and in Poking, 
somowhat rpsombling tho masts of 
a sailing ship), Many. wealthy 
Chinese who.havo roturned from 
Amorica and  olsowhore aro 
living hero also, For the last 
week this. town haa boon very 
unanfe because of marauding 
bands of deserted soldiors, who 
havo turned brigands and are 
holding up, or taking away to 
hold for ransom, anbody ond 
ovorybedy that they believe has 
money to speak of.
